CLAIM WORKERS R.ETURNINO. 
Saturday being a half holiday In the 


steel Industry, there was no great 
change In the number of men at 
work, either In the plants of the Uni- 
ted States Steel corporation or In the 
mills of tile independents. The em- 
ployers continued to make announce- 
ments of small gains, but the strike 
leaders had nothing to say, except 
that the situation from their stand- 
point remained satisfactory. 


Mass meetings will be held tomor- 


row, 
wherever the authorities will 


permit, for the purpose of Increasing 
the ranks of the strikers. A large 
force of additional organizers are In 
the- field to handle the meetings. 


U. S. STEEL MILLS CLOSED. 


The strike, which began last Mon- 


day, 
has resulted in 
the shutting 


down or crippling of virtually every 
plant of the United States Steel cor- 
poration and many of the Independ- 
ent mills. The subsidiaries 
of 
the 


steel corporation were 
harder 
hit 


outside the Pittsburgh district than 
they were In this vicinity, according 
to report. The Carnegie Steel com- 
pany, largest of 
the 
subsidiaries, 


managed to keep its great plants at 
Homestead, Duquesne and Bradflock 
running-, although the strikers claim 
they werr badly crippled and con- 
stantly losing men. This was denied 
by the Carnegie company, which In- 
sists that each day saw more men re- 
turning to work. The same reports 
came from the Independents that kept 
their plants In operation. 


Chicago Plants 
Plan To Resume 


Chicago, Sept. 27—Steel companies 


in the Chicago area have prepared 
for a test of strength with the la- 
bor unions next Monday, when a de- 
termined attempt will be made to 
operate as many plants as possible at 
full capacity, 


Appeals to the men to return at 


once have been 
Issued 
and 
It is 


hinted that unless they respond a 
number of the companies may decide 
to closo down for an Indefinite peri- 
od. Steps ha^ e been taken to pro- 
vide the necessary police protection 
for the strikers who wish to return 
to their posts. 


Realizing that a crisis Is at hand In 


the fight, the labor organizations are 
doing 
everything 
possible 
to 


strengthen their lines. A number of 
mass roetingg have been called for 
tomorrow, at which labor leaders 
will urge union men to remain out 
and Ignore the overtures of the steel 
companies. 


At Gary, Ind , Mayor Hodges ac- 


cepted an offer of the Loyal Ameri- 
can League to furnish 600 of their 
members to serve as volunteer police- 
men beginning Monday. It Is said 
that they will not be arrnei. 


At Indiana Harbor, Hammond and 


East Chicago, Ind., steps have been 
taken to provide increased police pro- 
tection to strikers who desire to re- 
turn to work. 


In Chicago large forces of police 


will be detailed to guard the steel 
companies' plants. 


There was little 
change 
In the 


situation In the local district. The 
large plants that have been operat- 
ing since Tuesday continued open 
and reported that between 25 and 50 
per cent of their normal force was 
on duty.

Most of the 
occurrences were 
recorded 
before 


Gen. 
Harts took charge of Paris af- 


fal:-. and conditions certainly Im- 
proved under his direction." 


Mr. Flood said the accomplishments 


of the American Expeditionary Force 
were unparalleled. Never before has 
there been such swift application of 
Intelligent energy, he said. 


900 MILES .BUILDINGS. 


"I do not agree with Representa- 


tive Eland's somewhat comprehensive 
criticism of the American' army In 
France," Mr. Flood said. 
"The build- 


ings alone, If placed end to end would 
have extended from Brest to the Rus- 
sian frontier of Germany, or about 
900 miles. Wise provision was made 
for an army of 4,000,000. 
France Is 


still wondering at 
these 
achieve- 


ments. 


"Of course In a time so hurried

In a business so vast ana com- 


plicated, some errors of judgment 
must have occurred. There were so 
few In number and so Inconsequential 
in relation to the big things success-

ON VINEGAR PURCHASE. 


In regard to the purchase of B,- 


000,000 gallons of 
vinegar, 
which 


Representative Bland, who is a mem- 
ber of the committee, said yester- 
cla- was made at a great loss to the 


I war department, Mr. Flood said the 
vinegar was purchased In Spain at 
an actual cost of seven cents a gallon 
less than the freight rate would have 
been from the L'nltea States. 


SURPLUS SALE DATA. 


"Unless Mr. Bland has had access 


to evidence which I have not seen," 
Representative Flood continued, "he 
Is In error In the 
statement that 


$1 700,000.000 of. American property 
was sold under the blanket contract 
with France for $400,000,000. 
The 


51,700,000,000 was the cost price of 
our surplus property In France. An 
inventory when the surplus Was de- 
clared fixed the value of this pro- 
perty at about $1,000,000,000. Includ- 
ed were camps, 
docks, 
hospitals, 


storehouses, Ice plants, railroad sid- 
ing and narrow guago military rail- 
roads, which were a liability to ns 
because large numbers of 
soldiers 


were required to guarfl them and be- 
cause, when we gave them up, we 
would have had to remove the struc- 
tures and put the land on which they 
stood in Its normal conditions. 


"Of the Jl,000,000,000 of Inventoried 


property, $200,000,000 was sold be- 
fore the French contract. Under the 
contract we received fifty cents on 
the dollar on the Inventoried value 
of this property. 


"This contract also provided that 


out of the supplies sold to France 
the American army should ba sup- 
r>":cl with everything needed as long 
as any part of It remained. 
This 


greatlv reduced the quantity of these 
supplies which France will actually 
receive. 
Again, the contract pro- 


vided that France should answer for 
and settle all 
damages 
resulting 


from the use of the lands, thereby re- 
lieving the United states of much lit- 
igation and tremendous claims."

eng-agefl In operating trains. 


The national Union of Railway Men

million and claim, with their reserve 
of 1,500,000 pounds, to be able to pay 
each striking member one pound a 
week for three weeks, before which

Difficulty In maklnnr financial ar- 


rangements for Indian and Chinese 
cotton Increased thf amount of the 
staple which Japan must secure from 
America, Mr. Fujlta said. 


Japanese shippers are dissatisfied 


with the manner In which cotton Is 
handled through the 
Pacific 
coast 


ports, according to Mr. Fujita, espec- 
ially through delays In booking and 
lack of facilities. Last year, he said, 
the Gosho company routed 1,000 bales 
through Galveston and was well sat- 
isfied with the promptness and facil- 
ity with which the shipments were 
dispatched.

doned his plan to go to New York 
next Friday to welcome King Albert 
of Belgium. 
Although white house 


officials on beard the train had not 
expected he would be able to make 
the trip, Mr. "Wilson himself had 
hoped he might do so. 


The president wired the state de- 


partment asking that some one else 
be designed 
to officially 
represent 


the government in extending the na- 
tion's welcome to the royal visitors. 
Later he expects to meet the king at 
the white house, bu It Is considered 
likely hat the meeting may be post- 
poned until the king has completed 
his tour of the United States. 


IN BED MOST OF DAT. 


Remaining In bed nearly all day, 


the president was said to have re- 
gained some of the loss of strength, 
which followed his nervous attack 
of yesterday. 
His train Is due In 


Washington tomorrow morning, and 
he will be taken to the white house 
for a more complete rest from his 
long 
speech-making 
trip 
for the 


peace treaty. 


The bulletin issued by Dr. Gray- 


aon was the second of the day, a 
morning statement declaring 
there 


was little change from Mr. Wilson's 
condition of yesterday, which had 
been described as "not 
alarming." 


The later bulletin follows 


"The condition of

this afternoon shows no very mate-

8AT TROUBLE BREWINO. 


Tonight a great mass meeting of 


railroad men was held In Albert hall, 
at which James Henry Thomas, sec 
retary of the national Union of Rail- 
way men—after fie audience for an 
hour had sung "The Red Flag"—de- 
livered a speech of-censure against 
the government, and declared that 
trouble was brewing which might 
lead to bloodshed. 


Both 
Thomas 
and C. T. Cramp, 


president of the union, who had pre- 
ceded 
him, asserted that the men 


were firmly behind the leaders In 
the crisis. 


President 
Cramp 
denounced the 


government statement regarding the 
purpose of the strike as a "deliber- 
ate He." 
It was not the public with 


whom the strikers were at war, he 
declared; It was the people who were 
for the moment In the position of 
directing the affairs of the country. 


All "the powers of hell, the press, 


platform and perhaps the pulpit" 
would be invoked against the strik- 
ers, President Cramp said, but If they 
remained solid they would be victor- 
ious. 


DENOUNCE.

LLOYD GEORGE'S STATEMENT. 
The railwayman's strike committee 


agreed late today to transport food 
needed by 'hospitals and fodder for 
the horses owned by the railways. 


In his statement .premier 
Lloyd 


George said: 


"In a long and varied experience I 


can recall no strike entered Into so 
lightly, with so little justification 
and such entire disregard for public 
Interest. 
The strike Is not one In 


which it can be contended that the 
workers are seeking to wring fair 
wages from harsh employers, whosa 
profits are believed to be excessive. 
fn this case the railway men are deal- 
ing direct with the community. 


"The state Is now running the rail- 


ways at a loss, due In the main to 
the enormous Increase made'in the 
wages of the railway workers since 
the beginning of the war, and alao to 
the great reduction In the hours of 
Labor. 
This loss Is being borne by 


the prpneral taxpayer, and will soon 
have to be 
passed on the general 


tiiibltc in the 
form 
of 
Increased 


fares and charges. On Its merits, the 
strike is Inexplicable." 


The government and strike leaders 


were busily engaged all day mar- 
shalling their forces for a fight to 
the finish.

As they have preserved tho 


name they have preserved the char- 


gaged in the dry goods business. 


Mr. Linn, living In Belleville, know 


the' Scruggs of Scruggs, Vandervoort 
4 Barney brothers, of W. R. Scruggs 
Whil* on a buying expedition In New 
York he became acquainted with W. 
R. Scrugga and proposed to him that 
they form a partnership and go Into 
business In Decatur. The offer was 
Accepted and the business partner- 
ship then established continued until 
It was Interrupted by death. 


Few business partnerships last 


that many years. Partners clash, sep- 
arate and go their several ways. W. 
H. Linn and W. R. Scruggs, while apx- 
parently wholly unlike In their per- 
sonalities, seemed to fit together and 
work together perfectly, Mr. Linn as 
the keen, alert, far sighted business 
man and Mr. Scruggs as a master of 
diplomacy and the 
fine, judge 
of 


character. 


HARD GOINQ. 


The original Linn & Scruggs store 


occupied a room with twenty foot 
frontage, and a depth of eighty feet. 
They went into business with a cash 
capital of. (10,000 and a stock whfch 
Inventoried 132,000. Other dry goods 
firms In business In Decatur at that 
time were F. L. Hays. Stamper & 
Condell. Fern & Bruce. Shellabarger 
& Cauter and Roach & McReynolds 


Linn & Scruggs afterward! admitted 
that It was hard going In the begin- 
ning. 
They were both young and 


both knew the dry goods business 
Thev were aided right at the start by 
two fortuUious clrcumetances. They 
had to hurry In order to open their 
store In time (or a share of the fall 
business. Indeed, they opened before 
the store was really .ready. The stock 
had 
not 
been 
properly arranged 


The goods were still piled untidily 
on the counters. 
This gave rise to 


the belief that they were fire store 
men and here to remain only a few 
days. 


EARLY DIFFICULTIES. 


They had a stock fresh from the 


New York market and; bought later 
than other Decatur stocks. 
There 


had been a sharp decline In certain 
kinds of goods. Linn & Scruggs had 
bought goods at 12 cents a yard that 
had cost other merchants H cents. 
To stimulate business this goods wns 
marked at cost. 
Stamper & Condell 


sent out and bought a few yards and 
compared it with' the goods In their 
own store. The quality was exactly 
the same. 


The old firm was convinced that 


there was some trick about this, -and 
lhat there was 
something 
wrong 


about the new dry goods firm. They 


went to considerable palm to tell e 
number of their old customers about 
this and these customers spread the 
Information farther. This was merely 
another verification of the old ad- 
age that It does not pay to adver- 
tise your competitors' goods. 
The 


customers went to the new store to 
see for themselves. There wai the 
same eagerness for bargains then ap 
now. 
They bought and many of 


these people became permanent cus- 
tomers of the new firm. 


MOVED TO QRESENT CORNER. 
Linn & Scruggs remained In the old 


Stamper & Condell building on the 
Bachrach corner til) 1880. They then 
moved Into a new building; that had 
been erected for them by Orlando 
Powers at East Main and Water. This 
was a two-story brick building on the 
site of the present store but It oc- 
cupied' much less ground space. 
The 


business had been steadily growing 
from the beginning and It continued 
to grow In the new building. 


TWO FIRES. 


The Linn & Scruggs 
store 
was 


burned In the fire of Nov. 4, 1895, 
which started in the Powers theater 
and destroyed the entire block. The 
fire lasted .ill night and before cut- 
ting off the store gave time to sal- 


vage a large amount ot goods. Fol- 
Sowing the fire- the biggest fire Ml* 
In the hlotory of Tecatur wae con. 
ducted for several wei>k« In the Ad- 
vance Thresher building, which ii j 
now the'llUnol* Traction station. The 
store was temporarily reopened In a 
building erected by Linn & Scruggs 
and now the Aultmari-Taylor thresh- 
er building, at East 
William 
and 


North Franklin streets, and continued 
in operation there until 
the 
new- 


building was completed and the store 
reopened there NOV. 18, 1896. 
The 


second fire which again completely 
destroyed the 
entire Powers blocit 


and store Is a matter of recent his- 
tory. 


DEATHS OF FOUNDERS. 


William H. Linn died June 19, 1900.- 


W. \V. Linn, who succeeded to much 
o" his father's Interest, became pres- 
ident of the concern after Its Incor- 
poration as the Linn * Scruggs Dry 
Goods & Carpet Co. 
For several 


years the store was operated under 
various salaried managers. 
W. W. 


Linn died Oct. 24, 1904. Mrs. W. H. 
Linn, who for som« time had all of 
the Linn holdings, died May 12. 1912. 
Th" stock and good will ot the bus-, 
Iness wns sold, passing Into the hand*'

Linn & Scruggs

Stamper & Condel! 


were still In business at the Bach- 
racli corner and were the most for-' 
midab'e competitors of the new firm. 
Within a few months the old firm did 
go out of business, however, and In 
February 1870. Linn & Scruggs moved 
into the corner building, where the 
store remained for ten years. 


PARTNERSHIP FORMED. 


Mr. Scruggs was a Virginian but

ROAD TO WILLIAMS. 


The road to Williams, sixty-five 


miles away, is similar to the road in 
from Flagstaff, except « vtt It Is a 
much better roao.

Fork, thirty mile?, Is over a splendid 
road winding up 'he mountain side 
*nd down again T.VT- easy grades and 


through a heauVful forert of l»r»e 
pine trees. .

LONQ DRIVE, 


W* arrived at 1:80 at Bellgman

THROUGH MULE DROVE. 


Driving out of

daylight, winding through the forest 
we saw lights dancing In the road 
ahead like a lot of fire flies.

we came nearer we met a big bunch 
of big mules evidently broken out 
of some grading camp. The light 
was the reflection of our headlight 
in their eyes. We had quite a time 
getting by them. We counted thirty- 
two of them followed by a cow pony 
with saddle and bridle but no rider.

twelve miles out of our way, but was 
worth the difference In distance. A 
splendid mesa road ran through a 
hup* cattle ranch. 


FORD BROKEN DOWN; 


Twenty-seven 
miles' put we came 


across a Ford car broken down 
the road where It had been since 1 
o'clock the day before. It seemed 
rather lonely with the coyotes howl- 
Ing around. 
One of the party had 


gone Into Sellgman for repairs and 
they expected her back by noon. We 
found that tourists are very willing 
to'help each other out and at no time 
will you have to wait 
long 
untl 


some one comes along either day or 
night. 


FREE FRUIT. 


Later on pitching down a steep 


grade we saw trees ahead and sud- 
denly came to a little valley or pock- 
et In the mountains not to exceed 
four or five acres, where we foiinr! 
a comfortable house surrounded by 
large Lone Oak and Pepper trees 
and an orchard loaded with fruit 
where we could not buy, but were 
given such a variety of pears, peach- 
es, nectarines and grapes that 
we 


felt guilty In taking them. 
This 


ranch was settled In 1S67 and has a 
wonderful supply of wate,r. 


DESERT BEGINS. 


We reached Klngman for lunch and 


here the much dreaded desert be 
gins. We took the shorter road via 
Oatman and the ferry to Needles. We 
drove over a mountain range on the 
new state prade, a splendid road all 
tha way. 
The dip clown into Oat- 


man (one of the mo.ct thriving goltl 
mining towns in California) was 
wonderful ride winding In and out 
among the score of mining camps. 


From Oatman It is seventeen miles 


to the ferry. 
We went do-vn, down 


and down to the Colorado river which 
at this point is only 2~»3 feet above 
the sea level. The ferry operated by 
an old Indian, Is a crude affair but 
safe enough. The ferry toll is 53.60. 


ALL NIGHT DRIVE. 


We ate supper at 
Needles 
ami 


while they assured us It was a cool 
spell, we decided we would drive out 
on the higher level. we left there at 
S o'clock and Rtartd out for Barstow, 
J60 mils away. 
It was a bright 


moonlight night and the shadows In 
the desert assumed all sorts of dan- 
gerous wild animal shapes but we 
escaped them. We found the roads 
'ood ana gradually It cooled off un- 
.n after midnight we needed coata. 
This experience of driving on the 
desert at night Is one never to be 
'orgotten and should not be missed. 
We found many cars going and many 
others camped along the road. 


At Ludlow, where we arrived at 


daybreak, we found twenty-five cr 
:hlrty cars parked In the free camp- 
ng ground. We stopped for » little 
rest at Barstow, then drove on up to 
where we stopped for ?unch. 


A WINDSTORM

was while here that

wind storm struck us, a "Santa ,Antt" 
was coming down the canyon, but isp 
wo were but seventeen miles from

WONDERFUL DRIVE. 


Suddenly we turned a corner'and 


ran on an eighteen 
foot 
concrete 


rond. 


Such a wonderful view. The Santa 


Fe train crossing the pass below as 
looked like a toy train. 


Then came the long coast down the 


mountain. 
We coasted for fifteen 


miles. It Is down hill all the way 
to 
San 
Bernardino, 
twenty-seven 


miles from there. 


We came to Elslnor for the night, 


driving all the .way on a perfect con- 
crete road. Sunday morning we drove 
out of Elsinor. still on this wonderful 
road curved around tha lake and up 
through oranc/e ant! lemon groves 
out to Oceansldc, forty miles north of 
San Diego, through the drive down 
along the ocean, sometimes atj the 
water's edge, then up ZOO feet above, 
always the same 
perfect 
concrete 


road surfaced with Tarvla. 


WONDERFUL CITT. 


I will not attempt to tell yon about 


this wonderful clean little city with 
Its beautiful homes, perfect streets, 
the grand old ocean, the bay and 
delightful climate. All this yon al- 
ready know. 


To sum up our trip: Wte were on 


the road eighteen days, came 2,675 
miles, no rain, no mud, no car trou- 
ble of any kind, have never even re- 
moved a spark plug, had one punct- 
ure and averaged 
twenty-one 
and 


one-sixth miles to a gallon of saso- 
llne for the entire trip and would not 
havs missed the trip for double:!the 
cost of making It. 


We expect to stay here a month 


and will then go to Los Angeles for. 
the winter.

EFFORT TO PREVENT 


Road Destruction and In- 


terference of Traffic. 


The new motor vehicle law under- 


takes to regulat* trucks and trail- 
era. The rapid Increase rn the num- 
ber of trucks as well as their in- 
crease In weight and capacity had 
made It necessary to put some sort 
of limit to them. 
.Otherwise they 


would 
shortly be destroying roads 


and Interfering with.other traffic. In 
^astern states, where road building 
la farther advanced than In Illinois 
and the use of trucks much greater, 
thjf regulation of trucks has been a 
bone of contention for several years. 
It Is Interesting to .note what the 
first laws In Illinois for the regula- 
tion of trucks are. 


WEIGHT ALLOWED 


The weight of a load that can be 


hauled 
upon 
A public 
highway is 


fixed by the new traffic laws. 
The 


maximum gross load ttiat may be 
carried 
upon 
one axle 
Is 
16,000 


pounds, eight tons. It will bo noticed 
that this does not mean the weight 
of the truck empty plus the .weight 
ot the load, but It specifically refers 
to the weight on one axle. The gross 
weight of the truck and load might 
be aa great as 32,000 pounds, sixteen 
Ions, If the weight be equally distri- 
buted between !he two axles. 


WIDTH OF TIRE 


The Weight which n vehicle may 


carry is 
further regulated 
by iho 


width oi tire. 
The gross weight of 


any vehicle, Including the weight of 
the vehicle and maximum load, shall 
not exceed 800 pounds per inch cf 
the average wiath of tire or roid 
wheels 
of such vehicles 
In actual 


contact with the surface of the road. 


According to this provision a truck 


carrying a load of 15,000 pounds upon 
its rear axle or 8,000 pounds upon 
each wheel, must have tires of ten 
inches In width of bearing surface 
pon the road. 
How this width 
r.f 


rearing surface is to be guaged Is 
not specified In the law. 
Evidently 


t It were a pneumatic tire a diame- 
ter 
of considerably more "than ten 


nches would be required.' 
^ 


It Is Interesting to observe how the leglfl- 
ature passes a bill to abolish some evil, 
'urnlehing ths bill with a full set of 
mwerful keen and eager teeth, nnd after 
he evil has been effectually disposed of. 
n the most approved legal verbiage ftt- 
.achlng a "provided" which deftly pulls 
in the teeth. For example note the fol- 
owlng: In section No. 0 of the new motor 
ehicle law: 
"No motor vehicle shall be operated 


upon th» Improved highways of the state 
vhich shall bt equipped with any nntl- 
Utd or non »l!p device so constrLtctofl that 
my rigid or non flexible part of the same 
omes In contact -with pavement; provld- 
d that this aectlon ahalr not apply to 
.grtcultural tractors or traction engines ! 
>r similar metal tired vehicles which have 
nti-skld devlcet upon the road wheels 
nrl which are otherwise permitted to be 
ised under the provision of this net." 


Of course agricultural tractors and trnc- 


ton engines. If we Include steam thresher 
nglnes, are about the only kinds that ever 
ave occasion to go upon tha roads. But i 
iere Is another section of the 
m*-*or 


vehicle law which takes a whack at this 
same thing and perhaps with greater ef- I 
feet. 
Section 4 reads as follows:

Is about two feet In excess of the wldi. 
of a pleasure automobile. H Is ft comrmfi 
thing on the Improved roads of Indiana 
to meet trucks ccupylng about all of the 
niable portion 
of the 
highway. These 
trucks are not' only loaded to the full 
width of the body but their have -stuff 
hung out side. It will be a gratification 
to every body who uses the roads ot Illi- 
nois to know that an overhang of ono foot 
on each side In excess of the width of

WHEAT ACREAGE TO 


' BE CUT IN HALF 


Farmer. Hesltnlu to Take Chances 


aa Crop, 


Inquiry among farmers Saturday 


revealed the surprising fact that the 
acreage of wheat In Macon county 
this year is quite likely to be much 
If any, over half that of last year 


The prolonged dry weather which 


put the ground into such a condition 
that It could not be worked; be tact 
that guarantees on wheat prices will 
expire next spring; the total failure 
of the spring wheat crop this year 
and the need of some of the wheat 
land for meadows and for « change 
from the three years of wheat grow- 
ing have all tended to cause a re- 
duction In the acreage here of the 
flour grain crop. 


Among the older farmers also the 


fear that a continued sowing of a 
large acreage of wheat will have a 
tendency to bring about a reoccur- 
rence of the chinch bug and Hessian 
fly peat of other years is also hav- 
ing ita influence.
